® HATE CRIMES HEARINGS IN 

( Written by Chris Young of Pittsburgh and Steve 
Biack of Bethlehem, Chair and Vice Chair of the PA 
League of Gay and Lesbian Voters. In order to 
make AboveGround's deadline, this article was 
written before the hearings took place.) 

On August 28, 1995 hearings will be held before the 
Pennsylvania House of Representatives Judiciary 
Committee on the Hate Crimes Bills. These bills, if 
passed by the legislature, would Increase penalties for 
crimes committed because of the sexual orientation of 
the victim. The two of us will be testifying on behalf of 
the League of Gay and Lesbian Voters. About eight 
other leaders of the gay and lesbian community will also 
be testifying. 

Dr. Larry Gross and Steven Aurand from the 
Philadelphia Lesbian and Gay Task Force will discuss 
the results of their 1992 survey on discrimination and 
violence. The 1992 study, which included an analysis 
for Philadelphia and Pennsylvania as a whole, had the 
largest sampling of any survey of gay men and lesbians 
in the country. Dr. Anthony D’ Augelli, a professor from 
Penn State University, will testify about social science 
studies which Illustrate the causes of bias crimes 
against gay men and lesbians and how they affect the 
victims' and their families. Allen Rubenstein, Buck's 
County's Republican District Attorney, who has 
prosecuted a case involving a gay related murder, will 
testify on why prosecutors across the state need this 
law and how it will help them prosecute bias crimes. 
Gregory Vallga, who coordinates the League of Gay 
and Lesbian Voters Erie Chapter, will relate the story of 
how Erie's gay and lesbian community's float for the 
Bicentennial Parade was vandalized and destroyed. 

The following is excerpted from our testimony: 

We would like to begin by discussing hate crimes 
committed against gay, lesbian, and bisexual persons 
and then discussing why House Bills 903 and 904 will 
help prevent and reduce occurrences of such crimes. 

Although many people believe hate crimes against 
gay men and lesbians only occur in large cities such as 
Philadelphia, such crimes are just as likely to occur In 
smaller cities and rural areas of Pennsylvania. Often 
attacks in small cities and rural areas are more severe, 
meaning the attacks result in the victim suffering more 
serious injuries and sometimes death. Over the past 
couple of years ant-gay and anti-lesbian murders have 
occurred In Pittsburgh, Erie, Johnstown, Smithtown 
(Westmoreland County), Smethton (Bradford County), 
Uniontown (Feyette County) and Adams County. These 
are in addition to the more common rapes and assaults 
that occur throughout the Commonwealth. Just this 
year alone, there have been 17 anti-gay assaults in 
State College, In the heartland of Pennsylvania. That

breaks down to an anti-gay attack once every two 
weeks In State College alone. But we must remember, 
that's 17 assaults reported. Anti-gay and anti-lesbian 
assaults often are unreported because the victims fear 
that they will suffer further discrimination if it Is revealed 
that they are gay or lesbian. 

Anti-gay and anti-lesbian assaults have become an 
expected part of life for gay men and lesbians across 
Pennsylvania. The question often asked when visiting 
another area is not, "Do gay bashings happen here?", 
but rather "How often do bashings occur here?" Every 
gay man and every lesbian woman knows a friend who 
has been a victim of some form of violence or 
vandalism. Often gay and lesbian establishments hire 
security guards or off-duty police officers to protect 
patrons as they enter or leave bars and restaurants. Do 
not be fooled, this has nothing to do with whether the 
establishment is in a good or a bad neighborhood, it Is 
because Hate Crimes are premeditated and the 
perpetrators know where to find their victims. 

Same-sex couples also face problems of attacks on 
their homes and property when it becomes known that 
they are a gay or lesbian couple. They are frequently 
harassed, occasionally their homes are vandalized, and 
sometimes the couple Is forced to move. 

What differentiates hate crimes from other forms of 
assaults, is that hate crimes are a form of terrorism 
directed against an entire group of people. Each 
Incident is not only an attack on a specific person, but a 
threat of further violence directed against other 
members of that group. The people who commit anti¬ 
gay and anti-lesbian violence do not know their victims. 
They choose their victims only because they are 
perceived to be lesbian or gay. The intent behind an 
attack is to discourage all gay men and all lesbian 
women from being out, being visible and being 
themselves. A single attack on one person destroys the 
sense of security of each member of the entire group. 
The attacks have a chilling effect on all gay men and 
lesbians, because they know that the attack was not 
just directed against the victim, but against our whole 
community. 

Hate crimes directed against gay men and lesbians 
can no longer be tolerated. Regardless of how you may 
feel about lesbian and gay people, the Issues of 
criminal justice and violent crimes directed against any 
group of citizens must be addressed by the laws of the 
Commonwealth. These bills will curb violence directed 
against gay and lesbian Pennsylvanians, by serving as 
a deterrent to future attacks. The bills recognize and 
address the pervasive problem of violence specifically 
directed against a person simply because of their 
sexual orientation, and provides a tool to alleviate that 
problem.

were often titled, such as one called, "Give Me Your 
Tired and Poor, but Keep Your Gays, Lesbians, and 
Feminists." 

After this period Hoffman started incorporating styl¬ 
ized nudes into his works. These designs, usually of 
same-sex couples, are carved into the porcelain after 
the first firing. A translucent glaze, applied after, pools 
into the recessed areas creating the darker tones to the 
finished design. An example of these plates is shown 
below.. 

Currently Rick produces about 7 different styles of 
dinnen/vare, some of which are displayed throughout the 
text. It took him about two years to develop the correct 
balance of both color and design in order to provide 
pieces that are not only appealing, but functional as 

well. One of the main con¬ 
cerns Hoffman had In de¬ 
signing these pieces was to 
compliment the food being 
presented on them. His 
designs, of oriental and 
contemporary form, each 
take on a personality of 
their own and are all hand¬ 
made and individually 
signed. As he noted, he 
enjoys making dinnen/vare 
because the individual 
pieces are also integral 
parts of an overall work. 

In addition to creating 
handmade dinnerware, 
Hoffman also gives private 
pottery classes in his stu¬ 
dio. He noted that this 
takes a dedicated Individ- 


Arts Festival. For the past two 
years he has only occasionally 
participated in shows. Most re¬ 
cently, some of his works were 
seen at the Lehigh Valley PRIDE 
Festival, where he set up a 
booth, showing support of our 
local community. 

Over the years he has defined 
and perfected his techniques, 
producing mainly porcelain and 
stoneware dinnerware. Some of 
his earlier works Included his 
"Love and Family Values " 
Plates. These pieces, created 
when Bush ran for re-election, 
reflected a political statement on 
the part of the artist. Each, as 
now, was hand made and 
signed. Pieces from this period 


"Everything in my life is 
channeled through my 
hands Into the clay... 
pain, joy, relationships, 
love, my total being." 

The line preceding was 
exerted from a personal 
statement by this month's 
feature artist, Rick Hoff¬ 
man. 

In 1980, after graduat¬ 
ing from Parkland High, 
Hoffman left his home 
town of Schnecksville, PA 
to major in Art History at 
William and Mary college. During a required course In 
clay studio, he found his true interest and switched his 
major to studio art. He received his Bachelor of Arts 
degree in Fine Arts In 1984. 

In 1986, Rick opened his first studio in Bethlehem. 
Over the next five years he participated, full time, in 
many craft shows and exhibitions both In and outside of 
the Lehigh Valley. A sampling of the shows in which he 
exhibited his works include; the Lincoln Center in NYC, 
the Spoleto Festival in Charlestown, South Carolina, 
Crafts at Ives Center in Danbury, CT, and the Boston

Rick has recently added a display area to his studio 
where Interested persons can see examples of Individ¬ 
ual patterns. He also has a line of interesting and play¬ 
ful mugs which would brighten up the start of anyone's 
day.

everyday use, 
yet elegant 
enough for fine 
dining.

sonal needs. 


One of the best ways to describe Hoffman's din- 
nenA/are is the following quote from his personal 
statement; "Be assured that the pots themselves 
are not new. They have been made countless times 
before, only this time they come through me. The 
feeling I get from making them and the feeling you 
get from using them is what is truly important."

"We wanted to accomplish two things," says event co¬ 
organizer Liz Bradbury, " we wanted to create an event 
that was non-smoking, non-drinking and non¬ 
threatening which would bring lesbians in the area 
together in a fun and friendly way." 

Irish Sullivan, also a co-organizer, added, "We 
wanted to have a benefit for the League of Gay and 
Lesbian Voters, because the 
statewide Voter's Guide 
produced by LGLV is so 
important. It costs 
thousands of dollars to 
produce the free Voter's 
Guide. There are more 
Gays and Lesbians 
registered to vote than 
members of the 
"radical right," but we 
often just don't know 
where the candidates 
stand on issues 
effecting our rights. 

The Voter's Guide 
tells us, from 
School Board to President." 

Asked about the event's format, Bradbury stated it will 
be "A dance with a wide variety of music, an area for 
talking, some refreshments and door prizes." Sullivan 
adds, "And we want people to know that it's for couples 
as well as singles, because it's really about getting 
together as a community." 

The Dance/Social is held at the Cetronia Fire Hall and 
Bradbury says, "Yeah, I spelled it wrong on the first 
thousand cards we printed. It's Cetronia, just behind

When asked why 
a "Lesbians and 
their friends" event 
Sullivan responds, 
"Well, we love our 
volunteer work with 
the LGLV. The 
working group is 
very small and we're 
the only lesbians. 
We'd like to get more 
women Involved." 

Bradbury adds, "We've lived in 
the area for seven years but were 
unable to find any organized way to 
meet other lesbians In Allentown. 

We're lucky there are good, safe bars here but some 

people just can't go to bars. We can't, it's the smoke. 
Then we went to the 1st Pride Fest In the park. It was 
so comfortable and open. So we decided to do an open 
monthly Lesbian oriented event. It's not exclusive to 
anyone as long as they're friendly. We hope, besides 
having fun and meeting one another, people might want 
to get involved with the LGLV. Maybe a new volunteer 
will want to organize a 'Gay Men and their 
friends' event." 

Dance dates and times are: Friday, 
September 22, Friday, October 20, 
November -Special Election Fund-raiser, 
(TBA), and Thursday, December 21, all from 
8 pm until 11 pm. The Fire Hall is wheelchair 
accessible.

BREAKING UP 

... is so very hard to do. And most of us have done it. 
Some of us have been through break-ups more than 
once, and some of us swear off relationships and mean 
it, until we meet her/him. 

Breaking up is painful regardless of which partner 
initiates it. A breakup means loss and grief, as well as 
anticipation and hope. Releasing oneself from a 
draining, unfulfilling relationship does bring a sense of 
recharged energy, positive outlook, and dedication to 
taking better care of oneself. This healing process can 
not occur, however, without going through the grief first. 
The anger, sadness and hurt of the loss must be 
experienced fully before healing really occurs. 
Unfortunately, many people rush Into their next 
relationship before working through the last. These are 
people who say, "I'm only dating, ...nothing serious." 
Their "dating," however, involves phone contact several 
times a week, weekend plans, becoming absorbed in 
the other person's hobbies, work, home. What they 
mean by dating Is that they're not living together ...yet. 
What they are doing Is beginning to perceive 
themselves as part of a couple, a dating couple you 
understand "nothing serious." Having done this 
ourselves we know when we are watching someone 
else go through it. We know that the relationship Is 
going to have struggles that will be made worse by 
unresolved luggage carried into the next one. 

When the new relationship experiences the struggles, 
the people may be puzzled. They may think that their 
love for the new partner should reduce the impact of the 
struggle or allow a resolution to be mutually agreeable. 
They may not be aware that past luggage doesn't stay 
In the closet (it doesn't believe in closets either!). It 
"outs" itself into the relationship and creates veiled 
tensions, mild annoyances, value conflicts, personality 
clashes, arguments, emotional distancing, and doubts 
about partner selection. This can over months, or more 
realistically years, lead to discontent, unhappiness, 
frozen energy, arguments, physical acting out, 
criticisms, increased drinking, threats of separation, and 
finally breaking-up. The cycle has come full circle. 

While there aren't simple answers to why 
relationships do not last, there are factors that 
contribute to break-up. Some of these are; 

1. Unrealistic expectations - wanting your partner to 
provide the level and intensity of love and acceptance 
you wanted as a child. You may not be consciously 
aware that this dynamic Is playing out, but if your self¬ 
esteem is somewhat shaky, there's a good chance that 
your expectations may be unrealistic. 


2. Miscommunication - different styles of 
communicating emotional and physical needs are often 
prevalent since the partners have been raised with 
different role models. 

3. Fighting dirty - couples that attack each other rather 
than the issue, often hurt one another too badly to 
reconcile. Words, contrary to the childhood rhyme, can 
and do hurt, and leave lasting memory scars. 

4. Parental marriage patterns - although we may want 
a very different relationship from the one our parents 
had, we usually unconsciously chose a partner with 
whom we can play out our parents' relationship. 

5. Power struggles - unresolved adolescent conflicts 
with parents for individuality and self-determination 
often repeat In relationships. This Is uncertain self¬ 
esteem coming out again. 

6. Lack of options - couples may not be aware that 
professional and/or spiritual options should be explored 
before deciding to break-up, thinking they have tried 
everything ... everything their parents may have tried. 

Psychological Stages of Breaking-Up 

There are predictable psychological stages in any 
break-up. The pre-break-up decision period is 
characterized by escalating couple dissatisfaction, often 
felt more acutely by one partner. All levels of intimacy 
decline and the couple may openly fight or separate 
temporarily. 

The decision period Is marked by a firm decision to 
end the relationship. Putting the decision into effect 
may not happen for a long time because this Is the 
stage in which reconciliation occurs. Rising 
dissatisfaction follows attempts toward reconciliation. 
This happens because the partners alternate between 
fears of being alone and un-acceptance of continuing 
and possibly escalating conflicts. 

Final acceptance begins when the couple realizes the 
Inevitability of break-up. Along with this stage can come 
a renewed anger and bitterness displayed over splitting 
of belongings. 

Mourning follows acceptance and Is characterized by 
a sense of failure, loneliness, depression and low self¬ 
esteem. There are phases of guilt and self-reproach 
over the break-up and then realistic sadness as 
partners recall the positive aspects of their relationship, 
but acknowledge the wisdom of ending it. 

Re-balance begins when animosity toward the former 
partner disappears. New friendships are formed and 
new interests pursued; the adjustment to life as a single 
person begins.

Rating: 5 stars 

BEWARE!! Some Bible banger has found their way 
into the PolyGram Distribution Center!! Twice I had to 
return Jimmy Somerville's long anticipated album Dare 
To Love because the disc enclosed was some sappy 
lounge pianist playing your favorite spiritual hymns and 
songs of inspiration. Although it Is an ironic slip-up, I 
fear thousands of young and frightened homos may find 
themselves joining their nearest cult religion believing 
this mismatch to be a sign from God. Make sure you 
open the album right in the store, and If the wrong disc 
appears exclaim: "I am very proud to be a gay man / 
lesbian, and was interested In listening to gay-positive 
music by a gay artist, not religious musical therapy". 
Dare To Love does take many jabs at the moral right ("A

OPEN SPACE 

LIVES UP TO ITS NAME

If there was a contest to find the arts organization in 
the Lehigh Valley that best suits Its own name, and a 
trip to an exotic land was the prize. Open Space Gallery 
would be in Bermuda drinking daiquiris out of hollow 
coconut shells. It is just that: an open space where 
artists, poets, performers, and musicians are welcomed 
and encouraged to express themselves. In its fifteenth 
season as the Valley's only community arts center. 
Open Space, located at 913 Hamilton Mall in Allentown, 
continues to leave its doors wide open to diversity and 
multi-disciplinary art forms. 

The brains and brawn behind the space are found in 
the unique and dedicated talents of two veterans of 
Allentown's evolving art scene: Gallery Manager Louise 
M.G. Howard and Board President Marilyn J. Roberts. 
Howard, a three year board member and performer of 
Open Space, stepped into the managers position in 
March and brought with her an increase in both 
volunteer support and visitation. "I take time to say 
hello to everyone who walks In the door. This space is 
for everyone, so everyone deserves to be greeted." 

That welcoming attitude is what makes the space 
endure. Writer and theater administrator Marilyn 
Roberts describes the arts center as "a space first. It 
becomes whatever the people who are drawn to it make 
of it. As opposed to a regular arts center," she says, 
"where the person has to change to be a part of It." 
Robert's vision of Open Space contributed to the 
emergence of the space as a cultural and artistic 
necessity in an area where support for the arts is 
diminishing. Howard attributes the gallery's consistency 
of survival to her colleagues sharp decision making and 













strength. "In this organization's most difficult 
times," she says, "MJR has kept this space going. 
The 5,000 people who enjoyed this place last 
season, including myself, should thank her for 
keeping this great space open to us." 

Open Space's Ideal of sharing their facility with 
artists, musicians, poets, and film-makers, as well 
as other local arts organizations will continue 
through this next season which Howard 
enthusiastically describes as "jam packed." In 
honor of their 15th Anniversary, the season will 
open with the exhibition ARTIST MEMBERS: THE 
EARLY YEARS, celebrating the service the gallery 
has offered to artists over the years. The gallery's 
cabaret series opens on Sunday, September 10 
with Haines and Reese, a duo of traditional 
classical jazz and folk music. Following the 
success of last year. Open Space will present The 
Circle of Women Writers, a group that meets twice 
a month to discuss their own work and the work of 
writers who influence them, and who also sponsor 
guest writers for reading and workshops. Women 
Making Movies, a film and video series designed 
to provide a platform for emerging women film¬ 
makers, will introduce itself Into the season with 
the October 28th screening and discussion of two 
films on women and madness: "Delirium" by Mindy 
Fabar, and "The Yellow Wall Paper" by Marie 
Ashton. And new for 1995 is the space's 
Literature Series, featuring nationally recognized 
poets and writers such as Ricard Kearns, Nzadi 
Zimele Keita, and Sally Keehn. 

In addition to providing a multi-disciplinary 
atmosphere for the arts. Open Space is 
dedicated to providing a safe 
environment for groups and community 
members to share their experiences. 

Louise Howard finds this aspect of the 
gallery the most attractive: "Few, If any 
other, spots in the area allow for variety 
for arts and artists. Women in the arts, 
the Latino community, the gay and 
lesbian community. We are committed 
to diversity and to giving these groups a 
voice. It is here for them, for us. We just 
have to use it." 

Open Space Gallery invites all artists, 
musicians, poets, film-makers, and 
community members to join the center In 
its desire to continue to provide an 
alternative, vibrant performance and 
community space in the Lehigh Valley.
